What makes this ca^e particularly Ir 
estlnt; Is the fact that Fl.sh ha.s nin Into no 
end of (llfHcultles which have romc from r 
variety of .source.i. the post office depart- 
ment's charges belnR the latest develiyiment. 
I It seems thiit Fish has develoned a revolu- 
tionary carburetor capable of giving at least 
50 per cent tetter automobile mlleaRe.'In thi 
background. It al^o seems, manufacturers of 
conventional -type carburetor.t have bee^ 
quite concerned. And. as rish has pointed 
out, lota of pressure has been brought to bear 
and plenty of "wrenches" have been thrown 
Into his works. 

Indications are that the Fish carburetor 
l3 anything but a "phoney." The science edi- 
tor of the Christian Science Monitor, for In- 
atance, thought enough of the Invention to 
give It three full columns of pictures and 
description In that highly reputable publica- 
tion. 

The Springfield Dally News and Spring- 
. Held Union likewise have covered In great 
detail the advantages of the Fish carburetor 
as established by actual te.it.i, In addition to 
publishing the details of all the difficulties 
he, has encountered. 

Several years ago, while Fi-sh's company 
was doing war work, a machinery supply 
house Tcpos.^e.ssed some of hU most important 
equipment for reasons which Pish charges 
were not in keeping with their agreement. 
After raising sufficient funds to pay off what 
was still owing on this cqulDment. the re- 
possessed machinery was returned. 

Then the Reconstnictlon Finance corpora- 
tion called a loan that put Fish in another 
predicament. As a means of raising funds, he 
solicited the help of^co-operators" who had 
fBlth in his product and wanted to see it go 
irito production.

The question la: Will Fish eventually win 
out In spite of all his adversities and thus 
nrford the motoring public a carburetor that 
Is 50 per cent more efficient, or* will he finally 
be stopped In hla tracks. 

If Fish should be convicted of fraud, it's to 
the public's interest to Imow definitely that 
the conviction was on the up'and up, and not 
the result of any behind-the-scenes pressure. 



SORRY SPECTACLE 
A really serious Indictment of army "caste 
system" would seem to be present Iw^the 
whole unsavory mess aurrotmding the trial of 
personnel at the Lichfield, England, prison 
camp for army deserters. Distance, and secre- 
cy obscure the details, but It seems obvious 
that so far two .'iergoants have taken the rap 
for what certainly was not entirely their 
doing. 

In a disciplined army, no sergeant would 
ever inflict physical punishment upon fel- 
low soldiers with impunity unless such ac- 
tions wore at least condoned by his superiors. 
The United States army was clearly a dis- 
ciplined organization. Therefore, it may be 
assumed that the beatings at Lichfield, for 
which these two sergeants have been found 
guilty, were either known to the otflcers 
there, or el.se that the officers were so Incom- 
petent and ill-informed as to be Ignorant of 
what went on under their very noses. 

In either case. It Is up to the army to put 
responsibility where it is d.ue. Instead, we 
read contu-slng and discouraging stories of 
frightened witnesses, confessed, perjuries, 
and expressions of disappointment from al- 
most all legal personnel actively concerned 
with the trials. ' 

It la Indeed a Vsorry spectacle," 6^ the trial 
. Judge _advocate_put it. The altua tlon c alls for 
a prompt airing and a thorough houaeclean- 
Ing, with accent on Justice rather than on 
rank, as seems to be the case at present.
